Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. There is a lack of antecedent basis for the following: 
In claim 1 , lines 4-5, "the slider door", lines 14, 33, and 38, "the vicinity". In claim 1 , 
lines 26-27, the phraseology "each of base side ends of the door-opening cable" is not 
readily understood by the Examiner. In claim 1 , lines 29-38, the phraseology is not 
readily understood by the Examiner. Specifically, it is not readily understood how and 
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exactly where the cable is being routed from the lower rail, through the drive on the door 
and onto the middle/center rail. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

As best understood, claims 1-3 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Fukumoto et al. (6,530,619 B2). Fukumoto et al. (6,530,619 B2) 
disclose a powered sliding device for a vehicle (2) having a sliding door (1), a power unit 
(6) mounted to the sliding door (1 ) via a bracket (column 4, line 62), an upper track/rail 
(41) having a roller bracket (5, having a vertical guided shaft mount) mounted to the 
sliding door (1) and guided within the rail (41), a lower track/rail (42) having a roller 
bracket (5, having a vertical shaft mount) mounted to the sliding door (1) and guided 
within the rail (42), a center track/rail (3) mounted to a vehicle corner panel, and a guide 
assembly (8) engaging the center rail (3) to guide the sliding door (1 ) there along, and a 
cable drive assembly having one end (71a and 72a) attached to the body such that via 
pulleys drives the sliding door between an opened and closed position.
